until more woik could ba done on it. Abou 
the middle of August U w»s fit to commence 
fowling to twelve niilob. oowa in tho bum 
giving tbom all they would oat in oounoo- 
tion with four quarts wheat bran to oaoh cow 
daily. That acre was sufficient to last th«ni 
almost two months. The cows gore a good 
flow of milk and looked much better than on 
short pnatnro allowance at that season of 
the year. Tho next year more of tho field 
wns ploughed and planted to corn nnd 
othov oropa and a good piece of Hungarian. 
These operations have boon repeated from 
your to year until the whole field 1ms been 
ploughed ; then gradually seeding down to 
grasa. Now for tho result. Last noncon 
thoro was out with a machine more than 
twenty tons of nice English hay, 
besides 


ono and one-half noren barley and a Binall 
pioco under cultivation. The land is greatly 
improved in value, and is now in condition 
for mowinp, raking and other machines. 
Tho crops have more than paid for Iho land 
nnd all tho improvement, showing that old 
pasture, ars valuahle.and properly managed 
will pay a fair per cent, and a safe and sur 
investment.—[Oor.
